TELEPHONE DIRECTORY 18 
A FAST GROWING BOOK 
Evolution of the 
telephone 
direc­ 
tory from a mere list of names to one 
of the most important business and 
social directories, is described by О. C. 
Lyon, under title of “The Telephone 
Directory." 
At present there are 2,500 telephone 
directories used iu the Bell System, 
having a total annual circulation of 
25,000,000 copies and requiring 80,000 
tons of paper each year. 
During the early stages of long dis­ 
tance service, the Bell System issued 
a national directory, listing all sta­ 
tions between which toll communica­ 
tion was possible. 
The last issue of that book (1897) 
had a page nine by twelve inches, was 
one and one-quarter inches thick, and 
had a total circulation of 150,000, and 
required 225 tons of paper to print. 
To get out u national tclephouc di­ 
rectory today would require a book 
nine feet thick, and a single issue dis­ 
tributed to all subscribers in the sys­ 
tem would consume 1,500,000 tons of 
paper.—Bell Telephone Quarterly.
